Thousands Endure Terrific Heat 


and Crush to View Remains 


As They Lay in State. 


ALL HANKS AND STATIONS 


OF LIFE BEPHESENTED 


Pontifical Eequicm JIass Celebrated a 


9:30 
O'clock—Cardinal OregUa 
Worn Out by Unaccust- 


omed Exertions. 


ROME, July £3.— Today the form of 


Leo XIII lay in state in the Basilica of 
St. Peters, while- thousands of persons 


from' the ordinary, walks oflitc filed past 


to pay their last tributes of love and 


veneration. The impressive ceremonies 


of yesterday were viewed by only a fav- 


ored few of the nobility, aristocracy and 


tho highest clergy, but today the doors 


were opened to t'hc entire public. Many 
remained on the piazza throuhout the 
hot night in order to gain n. place at the 
head of tho line. By 5 o'clock this 
morning there was a crowd oi several 
hundred 
which 
had increased 
by 
C 


o'clock to several thousands. 


Elaborate preparations had been made 


to guard against accidents in the crush. 
All converging streets were cleared of 
vehicles, leaving them free for foot pas- 
sengers, 
while MX ambulance 
stations 


had been erected, iuc'.uding one at the 
entrance to tlic piazza and another be- 
side the door of St. 'Peters. 


Kxaotly at 
U o'clock the bells of the 


great cathedral bcgnu to ring mourn- 
fully— a small bell beginning in the high 
notes 
and 
the chimes, running down 


through 
the 
scale until a deep 
bass 


stroke had completed the minor chord. 


HUMAN' TIDE FLOWS PAST. 


At the sound of the first bell two reg- 


iments of Italian troops marched smart- 
ly amiss I ho piazza to the stone steps 
and soon the east porticos swarmed for 
the 
Iir.H 
time in years with 
Italian 


troops, three hundred on the portico and 
1,-200 Jin-rounding the 
colonnades. The 


grenadiers wore Ion;;, blue service coats 
and peaked caps. They stood in double 
column at parade rest, the linos extend- 
in'; from the threshlioid of the church 
through a narrow gateway of a tempor- 
ary -wooden structure which was holding 
back the crowd. At five minutes after 
six tin1 piite was opened and the human 
tide begun to (low in. The jnm at the 
narrow" entrance soon 
became terrific, 


threatening serious results to the strug- 
gling mass ot' half fainting women nnd 
children. AlUiough the crowd was not 
extraordinary the steady movement in- 
to luo funnel-like enclosure made the 
pressure terrific. Many women had their 
dresses or veil; torn off and sonic were 
lifted exhausted, over the wooden en- 
closure and out of the cru.-,h. 1'ortu- 
nati-ly, there were no serious Occidents 
and the ambulances were not summoned. 


RO.UED IS 1'ULL VESTMENTS. 


Within the church temporary railings 


had been erected to keep the people in 
a straight Hue leading directly to tlic 
bier. This \uis the center to which ail 
ovcs turned, Tlic body lay on a cata- 
falque ten feet lii?h so all could see it. 
The body waa slightly inclined witii the 
Ill-ail .-lightly raised. The vUugo hud a 
chalky whitciK-.-.s whii/,1 appeared to be 
unnaturally shriveled. It was robed in 
the full vestments as ---e Roman public 
knew the pontiff in life. Around tlic 
bier burned shirtccii high candles while 
on each side stood the noble guards, 
motionless.

A SIOXIFirANT ACTION. 


An extraordinary significant, 
element 


wa* introduced later in the morning by 
Italian soldiors- crtl.eriug the church, for 
thn maintenance of order, in full uni- 
form. wearing their caps and side arms. 
They lined tlic aisles of the basilica, nnd 
itood l\vo deep in 1'ruiit of the body it- 


-olf until -the whole church assumed an 


ecl almost more military than rclig- 


ou s. 


The cvertt which was 
unprecedented, 


created widespread comment. The pres- 
ence of the soldiers wos generally inter- 
ircted to mean another step towards a 
•cnppronclrroent between the church and 
state as heretofore, the Vatican has al- 
ways main'tained that it hod a sufficient 
force of soldiers to insure order within 
its own territory and the inference is 
drawn that the Vatican and the govern- 
ment have come to such an agreement 
that Italian 'troops, may during the life 
time of the next pope be employed in 
and about St Peters to preserve order 
during ccrem-onics. 


HEQUlESi JIASS SAID. 


At 9:30 a. m. a. solemn pontifical re- 


puiem mass was celebrated in St. Peters 
for the repose of the soul of Leo XIII. 
The crowd was kept constantly going 
within tho wooden bars, but other en- 
trances were provided for those desiring 
to assist at the mass on the other side 
ol the church. Several 
thousand per- 


sons were present although in so vast a. 
church, capable of coutaining 70,000 per- 
sons they appeared to be a mere hand- 


ful, 
especially as they were all standing. 


OUEGLIA OVERWORKED. 


Cardinal Oreglia, dean of the sacred 


college, feels worn out owing to bia un- 
accustomed 
cxcrtion-3. His

cardinal was one of uninterrupted ser- 
enity, and he now practically bears tho 
entire burden of the church, and also 
the minute details of the preparations 
for the obsequies n-nd the conclave.

MICHAEL WILTON DEAD 


Accident Several Months Ago 


Terminates in Illness Which 


Besults Fatally. 


ly to succeed Pope Leo. 


,. It is being remarked 
that 
Cardinal 


Michael Wilton, probably one of the 


best known men in Racine, died at ll:oo 
o'clock this morning, at his borne No. 
507 State street, of a complication of 
diseases, iiged 50 years'. The death of 
Jlr. Wilton has been expected for a. num- 
ber of days, for the reason he has been 
very 
sick 
and unconscious. Notwith- 


standing, the announcement of his de- 
mise greatly surprised the community. 


Mr. Wilton accidentally fell into the 


cellarway of a building being erected on 
State street some 
months ago. From 


tliat time his health commence failing. 
The best of medical aid was summoned 
and he visited a number of health re- 
sorts in hopes of improving, but it was 
of no avail, for the inroads of disease 
weakened him and death ended his suf- 
fering:!. 


Mr. Wilton was born in Quebec, Cana- 


da, and came to Eacinc 
in 
the year 


1SOO, attending the ward schools. When 
a young man he had the misfortune to 
lose one of his hands in'machinery he 
was 
operating. He was. employed 
at 


various occupations. Some'ycars ago he 
opened sample roonvs and at present con- 
ducted the big Pabst 'saloon on State

Oreglia's responsibilities have -softened 
his austerity and that he is directing af- 
fairs with firmness but without harsh- 
ness, showing the cardinals -every consid- 
eration 
and giving constant proof of 


equanimity. 


At this morning's meeting of the con- 


gregation of cardtoals a. committee con- 
sisting of Cardinals Cosali, Macchi and 
Belli Volpe, was appointed to supervise 
all the arrangement in connection with 
the conclave. 


Two doctors, Lapponi and Pelagallo, 


a surgeon. Prof. Cngiati, and a druggist 
were appointed -to attend i.he cardinals 
while they are. shut up. 


Finally the cardinals appointed a com- 


mittee to receive 'ihe case containing the 
uapal treasure from the congregation of 
briefs, whose work is suspended until a 
new pope is elected, and to receive the 
papal seals from the apostolic chancel- 
lor.

MUST PRESERVE PRECEDENT. 
LONDON", July 20.—The first mention 


in the house of eimimons of the pope's 
death occurred this afternoon when Wil- 
liam Redmond, (Irish Nationalist), ask- 
ed 
if tl'.e flag on the Victoria tower, 


Westminster and those on the public 
buildings would be hnlf masted out of 
respect to the pope. Victor Cavendish, 
treasurer of the household, replying for 
the government, said there was no pre- 
cedent, but the question of ordering the 
'half masting of the flags on public build- 
ing.-t wns now under consideration. 


Mr. Redmond invited a statement on 


the subject from the premier, Mr. Bal- 
four, who said it was not a question of 
respect to the dead pope, but universal 
precedent must be regarded and general 
rules laid down must be observed, irre- 
spective of sentiment, 
otherwise th«y 


would be in a difficult position. Prece- 
dent did not-turn on the rhetoric or the 
personal character of the individual, but 


He was a man of the strictest honesty 


and integrity and at 'fhe same time a 
big hearted and gencroua'man. No per- 
son ever went to him; In. distress nut 
that aid was cheerfully given. Every- 
body who knew him likeff'hjm and scores 
will regret his death.

This place, which extended 
over 2,200 aorcs, was bought from the 
Indians by his father in 1700, and its in- 
heritance made young Clay one of the 
wealthiest men of his day. L'pon being 
graduated from Vale, Clay returned to 
the south and liberated his own slaves. 
He then entered upon his dueling career

AFFRAY WITH DESPERADO. 


The bloodiest of the veteran fighter's 


affrays was that with Sum Brown, a re 
nowncd desperado hired to kill him. The 
pro-slavery campaign made by Robert 
Wickliffo "in running for congress arous- 
ed the determined opposition of Clay and 
his death was decided upon. . The attack 
took place in a political meeting, and 
when the smoke of the battle had clear- 
ed away Brown was lying at death's 
door minus a nose, an eye, and a:i ear, 
and wna -bleeding from countless cuts on 
other parts of the body. This was the 
work of Clny's bowic knife, which he 
used in preference to a pistol. Clny 
himself was struck over the heart by a 
bullet and was only saved from leath by 
the accidental interposition of the sheath 
of hia knife. 


About fifty other

counters" 
(as the Kentuckians styled 


them) marked the course of the gener- 
al's life. It was this record of strife 
that is said to have unsettled the ok1 


man's mind in later life and made him 
believe that he was the victim of a pili 
less vendetta; The unexplained shoot- 
ing of one of his ov,-n negro servants is 
supposed to have caused him especial re- 
morse.

SOLEDAD, Venezuela, Tuesday, July 


21.—(By boat from Ciudad Bolivar)— 
Ciudad BoHvar was captured at 
11 


o'clock -last night, after 62 hours of a. 
desperate struggle and mudi carnage, 
during which great courage was shown 
on both sides. Tho jail and the capitol 
were the centers of the 
:nost severe 


fighting and many men were killed 
or 


wounded there. When those places were 
captured only a few blocks behind the 
capitol remained to be taken. At mid- 
night the fnsilada ceased and the silence 
of death reigned the rest of the tiight 
over Cindad Bolivar. No living persons 
•were then to be seen in the streets. 


At 5 in the morning the correspondent 


of the Associated Press followed Gen. 
Rivers, the commander of the govern- 
ment troops, who met Gen. Gomez the 
Venezuelan commander in chief near the 
capiiol and confirmed the announcement 
that the capitol, the jail and the rest of 
the city were in the hands of the gov- 
ernment soldiers. 


Gen. Gomez informed the 
correspon- 


dent that the resistance at the capitol 
had been of a nature worthy of a better 
cause that each yard of rampart was 
covered by the dead and that Gen. Nico- 
las Rolando the 
revolutionary 
leader 


and his two lieutenants, Generals Pablo . 
Guzeiii-in, and General Francisco 
Vas- 


quez had been taken prisoners. 
Ciudnd 


Bolivar appears to have been swept by 
a cyclone accompanied by a conflagra- 
tion.

the man and woman entered a house, 
sent out for liquor and soon the man of 
the house got drunk. His wife was fur- 
ious and ordered the couple from the 
place. They refused and then the wife 
showed she THIS a fighter. 
She pulled 


'the ivoman out by the hiir, sailed into 
tho man with <v stick of stove wood and 


nmercifully ben* him on tho head and 


arms and ho staggered from the place 
and fell down as if dead. 


The couple said they were from 


Frnnksville. They were loaded into the 
wagon, carted outside tho city limi'is and 
dumped on the roadside. 


Wliilc in tho wagon, the woman fell 


to the bottom, the old man placed his 
feet on her and spit upon her clothing. 
When the crowd learned it was not :i 
murder they departed for their homes.

$2,000 in tilip town, which he would not 
have done had ho known a license would 
be refused. Also the petitioner is ready 
to furnish bonds. The petition cites the 
town board to to issue him. a license or 
appear before the court on July 27 and 
show cause.

IU. Rev. Frederic Xavier Katzer, since 


Dec. 20, 1800, archbishop of the archdio- 
cese of Milwaukee, was born Feb. 7, 1844, 
in Ebcneseft, upper Austria. 
Early in 


life he displayed a desire for learning 
and wish to become a priest. He was 
sent to Lioz and studied under the direc- 
tion of the fathers of the Soccity of Je- 
sus, making a credita-blo record for schol- 
arship. Ha came; to'America in May, 
1864. 


His intention was to enter the Jesuit 


order, but instead he completed hvs stud- 
ies at the seminary of S'£. Francis in Mil- 
waukee and was ordained to the priest- 
hood Dec. 21, 18(56. He then was ap- 
pointed professor of mathematics in the 
seminary, and subsequently professor of 
theology and philosophy, which position 
he filled acceptably and ably until July, 
18?5, when he became pastor of tho ca- 
thedral at Green Bay and secretary to 
Diriiop Krautbauer. 


CONSECRATED BISHOP IN 1SS5. 
After four years of labor in this ca- 


pacity Father Katzer was appointed vi- 
car general of the diocese of Grew. Buy 
and on the death of Bishop Krautbaucr 
in December. 1SS5, be became administra- 
tor and in May, 1880, bishop of Green 
Bay, receiving the episcopal consecration 
on Sept. 21. 18SO.

HELPING INDIA. 


Our agricultural department being ap- 


pealed to by the authorities of British 
India for some suggestions as to how 
best to relieve the famine Conditions and 
how to make the best of the rice ra'tion 
on which the people practically alwgeth- 
t-r live upon, looked up the matter as 
became the represcn'Natives of such an 
imporrant bureau and desirous of if they 
could help 
along unfortunate people, if 


suggestions could do the work. It was 
learned by the secretary of the bureau, 
that rice eating in India was a national 
habi't and that the deaths by starvation 
every year was greater than is the. birth 
rate for this country. So the problem 
was to induce -the people of India to mix 
in some more nutritive ma'tcrial in their 
rice, which would supply the place to 
some extent of meat. This was held to 
be peas and beans so the reply was made 
to the India agricultural people a« fol- 
lows: 
"Mix the rice with ground peas 


or "beans and you will have plenty of 
food for all.; Less food will be required 
and greater ;.trcng'th will result." This 
produces a fine muscle and brain produc- 
ing food.

While o, 
large amount of machinery and material 
was destroyed a snfc estimate on the loss 
is ,$30,000. Had there been a strong 
wind prevailing, no doubt it would have 
spread to other buildings.

On the 
right of the body, close to the be4, woa 
a small table, covered with a white lin- 
en ciolh, on which were two candles, 
throwing a glimmer of light on the cru- 
cifix between them. At the foot of the 
cross was a cvystnl bowl, filled with holy 
water from which each cardinal when- 
ever he passed the body sprinkled it and 
uttered a- benediction. Beside this were 
the devotional books usd by Pope Leo 
in his life time. 


The silence was only broken by the 


solemn chanting of six Franciscan peni- 
tentiaries, who kneeling or standing at 
a bench at tho foot of the bier, continu- 
ed their Incessant supplication. 


FEEBLE LIGHT ON SCENE.

LAST LOOK AT BODY.

tered the room he advanced slowly to 
the side of the bed, took one last look 
at the body and then withdrew. Some 
persons krolt in momentary prayer and 
crossed 
themselves. It was the 
last 


tribute of devotion and affection rather 
than of mere outward homage to the 
church. 


GUARDS MAINTAIN VIGIL. 


Outside tho throiio room the loug cor- 


riiiors of the vntiean presented a bril- 
liant spectacle. At the entrance of the 
court of St. Damaao pontifical gendarmes 
were drawn up and rendered rnilitarj 
honors aj each carriage drove in. The 
diplomats were fully uniformed and the 
others wore dressed ia deep black. 


I'rom the St. Damaso court they pass- 


ed up 'he staircase into the Clerraentino 
hall, where the Swiss guard was ranged 
in double columns on wither side. Next 
they entered the hall of Pullafrcmier,

'CABDEvALS' ACCOMMODATION. 


In the meanwhile tho congregation of. 


•cardinals met in the hall of the consis- 
tory, wider the presidency of Cardinal , 
Oreglia. It was determined to arrange. 
for the accommodation of the cardinals- 
during their enforced seclusion at -the 
conclave in exactly the same manner as 
when Pope- Leo WILI elected. 


Mgr. Merry Del Val today took up the ' 


•duties of secretary of the consistorial 
congregation. 


During the latter part of the after- 


noon Elinor ecclesiastics and laymen, lesi 
distinguished than those who were ad- 
mitted in the morning, were allowed to 
inter the Vatican and view the body of 
tbe pope. 


REMOVAL TO ST. PETERS. 


At 5 o'clock this afternoon the door of

RESULT OF AUTOPSY. 


Dr. Lapponi this morning presented 


to Cardinal Oreglia, dean of the Sac:ed 
college, the official report of the uutop- 
sv performed yesterday on the body of 
Leo XIII, which was conducted so far as 
permissible in connection with the em- 
balming. The report is chiefly impor- 
tant in disproving the presence of cancer 
or nephritis, 


The text of the report follows; 
ROME. July 
22, 
IflOS.— Yesterday 


evening from 4 to 8 the embalming of 
the body of his holiness, Leo Xtll oc- 
curred. 


After giving the names of those who 


assisted ofld those who wero present at 
the autopsy, the report continues: 


Ve began by injecting into the thigh 


over five litres' of special preserving liq- 
uid. 
Having opened the abdomen the 


lower viscera were extracted and wore 
found 
to 
be perfectly 
healthy. The 


spleen and kidncvs were also absolutely 
norms!. In the latter the cortical sub- 
stance was well preserved and of a pale 


ink color. After opening the thorax 
it was found that the heart, the aorta 
and the carotid arteries were healthy 
excopt that in the archa aorta was found 
a thormoateus cxcresencc. Nothing un- 
usual was found in the pericardium. The 


letira on the left siue was quite normal. 
.jut on the right oidc tho pkura was full 
of liquid of an orange yellow color above, 
and bloodv at the bottom with a large 
clot 
of nbrine floating. More 
fibrine 


ivas on the frefl surface of the pleura to- 
wardo the rib* with a slight scraping of 
nbrine easily detached allowing a view 
of the surfa'ce scrum. The upper super- 
ior part of the right lung was quite nor- 
mal. but the upper lower part waa some- 


hat 'hard and cracked at the touch and 


while 
cutting a whitish frothy 
liquid 


oozed out. The interior lobe had portly 
adoered to the wall of the thorax and 
when thi-s wan cut ft airty white abund- 
ant liquid, without pas oc^ed out, show- 
ing complete hepatization.

Thousands Endure Terrific Heat 


and Crush to View Remains 


As They Lay in State. 


ALL BANKS AND STATIONS 


OP LIFE EEPEESENTED 


Pontifical Bequiem 31'ass Celebrated a 


9:30 O'clock—Cardinal Oreglia 


Worn Out by Unaccust- 


omed Exertions. 


ROME, July 23.—Today the form of 


Leo XIII lay in state in the Basilica of 
St. Peters, while thousands of persons 


from" the ordinary -walks of life filed past 
to pay their last tributes of love and 
veneration. The impressive ceremonies 


of yesterday were viewed by only a fav- 


ored few of the nobility, aristocracy and 
the highest clergy, but today the doors 


were opened to the entire public. Many 
remained on the piazza throuhout the 
hot night in order to gain a place at the 
head of the line. By 5 o'clock this 
morning there wa-s a crowd of several 
hundred 
which had increased 
by 
6 


o'clock to several thousands. 


Elaborate preparations had been made 


to guard against accidents in the crush. 
All converging streets were cleared of 
vehicles, leaving them freu for foot pas- 
sengers, while six ambulance stations 
had been erected, including one at the 
entrance to the piazza and another be- 
side the door of fct.'Peters. 


Exactly at 0 o'clock the bells of the 


great cathedral began to ring mourn- 
fully—a small bell beginning in the high 
notes and 
the chimes running down 


through 
the scale until a deep 
bass 


stroke had completed the minor chord. 


HUMAN TIDE FLOWS PAST. 


At the sound of the first bell two reg- 


iments of Italian troops marched smart- 
ly across the piazza to the stone steps 
and soon the east porticos swarmed for 
the first time in years with Italian 
troops, three hundred on the portico and 
1,200 surrounding the colonnades, The 
grenadiers wore long, blue service coats 
and peaked caps. They stood in double 
column at parade rest, the lines extend- 
ing from the tlireshhold of the church 
throucrh a. narrow gateway of a tempor- 
ary -nooden structure which was holding 
back the crowd. At five minutes after 
six trie pate was opened and the human 
tide began to flow in. The jam at the 
r.nrrow entrance soon 
became terrific, 


threatening serious results to the strug- 
gling mass of half fainting women and 
children. Although the crowd was not 
extraordinary the steady movement in- 
to u*e funnel-like enclosure made the 
pressure terrific. Many women had their 
dresses or veils torn ofT and some were 
lifted exhausted, over the wooden en- 
closure and out of the crush. Fortu- 
nately, there were no serious accidents 
and the ambulances were not summoned. 


ROBED IX FULL VESTMENTS. 


\Vitliin the church temporary railings 


had been erected to keep the people in 
a straight line leading directly to the 
bier. This was the center to which all 
eyes turned. The body lay on a cata- 
falque ten feet high so all could see it. 
The borly was slightly inclined wilii the 
head slightly raised. The visage hud a 
chalky whitontss which appeared to be 
unnaturally shriveled. It was robed in 
the full vestments as'^-.e Kouian public 
knew the pontiff in life. Around the 
bier burned thirteen high candles while 
on each side stood 
motionless. Further 


the noble guards, 
back were kneel- 


ing priests and intoning invocations. The 
crowd pushed against the iron trellis 
which separates the chapel 
from 
the 


main portion of the church, those who 
expected to kiss the slippered feet were 
disappointed as the officials had taken 
precautionary measures so th ; th'e low- 
ur extremities of the body were half a 
yard back of the iron grating. 


.-ill ranks and stations of life were 


represented in the throng. Many were 
working people; there also were groups 
of convent girls under the care of nuns, 
and of school boys 'headed . by 
priests. 


Crowds continued to pass before the bier 
throughout the morning. 


During the hot hours of the day the 


crowd at St. Peters decreased and little 
difficulty was experienced in viewing the 
body. 


A SIGNIFICANT ACTION'. 


An extraordinary significant 
element 


was introduced later in the morning by 
Italian soldiVrs entering the church, for 
the maintenance of. order in full uni- 
form, wearing vhcir caps and side arms. 
They lined the aisles of tlie basilica, and 
stood two deep in front of the body it- 


self until -the whole church assumed an 
aspect almost more military than relig- 
ous. 


The everit which was unprecedented, 


created widespread comment. The pres- 
ence of the soldiers was generally inter- 
preted to mean another step towards a 
reappraachraent between the church and 
state as heretofore, the Vatican has al- 
ways main'tained that it had a sufficient 
force of soldiers to insure order within 
its own territory and the inference is 
drawn that the Vatican and the govern- 
ment have come to such an agreement 
that Italian 'troops, may during the life 
time of the next pope be employed in 
and about St. Peters to preserve order 
during ceremonies. 


REQUIEM MASS SAID. 


it 0:30 a. m. a solemn pontifical re- 


puiern mass was celebrated in St. Peters 
for the repose of the soul of Leo XIII. 
The crowd was kept constantly going 
within the wooden bars, but other en- 
trances were provided for those desiring 
to assist at the mass on the other side 
of the church. Several 
thousand per- 


sons were present although in so vast a. 
church, capable of containing 70,000 per- 
sons they appeared to be a mere hand- 
ful, especially as they were all standing. 


OREGLIA OVERWORKED. 


Cardinal Oreglia, dean of the sacred 


college, feels worn out owing to his un- 
accustomed 
exertions. His 
life 
as s, 


cardinal -was one of uninterrupted ser- 
enity, and he now practically bears the 
entire burden of the church, and also 
the minute details of the preparations 
for the obsequies and the conclave. Not- 
withstanding this he opened this morn- 
ings meeting of the congregation of car- 
dinals. The number of those present 
today was augmented by the preesnce of 
two new arrivals. Cardinal Domenico 
Svampa, archbishop 
of 
Bologna, 
and 


Cardinal 
Giulio Boschi, archbishop of 


Ferrara. The 
former was 
especially 


warmly welcomed by his colleagues as 
being one of the most prominent mem- 
bers of the Sacred colege and because 
he is mentioned among those most like- 
ly to succeed Pope Leo. 
: It is being remarked that Cardinal 
Orcglia's responsibilities have softened 
his austerity and that -he is directing af 
fairs with firmness but without harsh- 
ness, showing the cardinals .every consid- 
eration and giving constant proof of 
equanimity. 


At this morning's meeting of the con- 


gregation of cardinals a committee con- 
sisting of Cardinals Casali, Macchi and 
Delli Volpe, was appointed to supervise 
all the arrangement in connection with 
the conclave. 


Two doctors, Lapponi and Pelagallo, 


a surgeon, Prof. Cagiati, and a druggist 
were appointed -to attend the cardinals 
while they are shut up. 


Finally the cardinals appointed a com- 


mittee to receive the case containing the 
papal treasure from the congregation of 
briefs, whose work is suspended until a 
new pope is elected, and to receive the 
papal seals from the apostolic chancel- 
lor. 


LONGEST ROUTE QUICKEST. 


PARIS, July 23—This morning's Fi- 


garo says: 


It is a curious fact that it was from 


New York that the news of the death 
of the pope reached London. 
As soon 


as he was informed of the decease of the 
holy father the correspondent of the As- 
sociated Press at Rome cabled New York 
bv all of the- various routes. 
One o: 


these messages was sent by the French 
Cable company from Brest to New York 
and arrived at its destination in a feu 
seconds, in spite of the crowded condi 
tion of all the lines starting at Rome anc 
ending at New York. The New York 
office of the Associated Press in its turn 
cabled the news to the Ruc'ter agency in 
London which had not yet heard of it 
although there exists a direct wire from 
Rome to London. The satisfaction of the 
Associated Press can be conceived. We 
.mderstand it has cabled its congratula 
tions and thanks to M. Berard, the un 
der secretary of state for posts and tele 
graphs, (of Franee) and to the French 
Cable company." 


MUST PRESERVE PRECEDENT. 
LONDON, July 23.—The first mention 


in the house of commons of the pope'a 
death occurred this afternoon when Wil 
Ham Redmond, (Irish Nationalist), ask 
cd if the flag on the Victoria 
tower 


Westminster and those on the public 
buildings would be half masted out o 
respect to the pope. Victor Cavendish 
treasurer of the household, replying fo 
the government, said there was no pre 
cedent, but the question of ordering th 
'half masting of the flags on public build 
ings was now under consideration. 


Mr. Redmond invited a statement on 


the subject from the premier, Mr. Bal 
foin-, who said it was not a question o 
respect to the dead pope, but universa 
precedent must be regarded and genera 
rules laid down must be observed, irre 
spcctive of -sentiment, 
otherwise they 


would be in a difficult position. Prece 
dent did not-turn on the rhetoric or th 
personal character of the individual, bn 
in his position. 


Mr. Redmond then called the atten 


tion of the government to the fact thn 
flags were "lowered all over the Unitci 
States by order of President Roosevelt, 
which perhaps would influence the Bril 
ish. The dugs might be lowered on th 
day of the funeral. 


MICHAEL WILTON DEAD 


.ccident Several Months Ago 
Terminates in L"lness Which 


Eesnlts Fatally. 


Michael Wilton, probably one of the 
est known men in Racine, died at 11:*> 
'clock this morning, at his home No. 
07 State street, of a .complication of 
iseases, aged 50 years. Tlie death of 
ir. Wilton has been exp'ected for a num- 
icr of days, for the reason he has been 
very sick and unconscious. Notwith- 
tanding, the announcement of his de- 
mise greatly surprised the community.

death a wife and six children. The time 
of funeral will be announced.

Kentuckian, Warrior, Ab- 


olitionist, Statesman and 


Duelist Passes Away. 


RICHMOND, Ky., July 23.—General 


Cassius Marcellus Clay, duelist, 
aboli- 


ionist, statesman, author, hero of a 
marriage at Si to a girl of 14, whom he 
afterward gave up that she might mar- 
ry a young lover, and known far and 
wide as'the sage of White Hall, died last 
night at 9:10 o'clock.; -The room where-, 
n. he expired is a veritable arsenal. In 
a, hall just outside there is a loaded can- 
non; -The arms were got together to re- 


el an attack of an imaginary vendetta. 
IB his last moments .-the nonagenar- 


an's former child wife, widowed by the 
killing of her second husband by a train, 
was'his devoted nurse..-Ah'out the dying 
man were his children,: -same of whom 
mdinot entered White-Hall'or seen their 
'athicr for years because ;of his hallucin- 
ation that they were in a 
vendetta 


sworn to kill him. 


Itt, days long gone by his home had 


been fashioned into a veritable fortress 
afid^armed men guarded it from the at- 
tack' of sheriffs attempting to serve on 
iimt-a writ sworn out by one of these 
children. All was forgiven, however, be- 


reUhe aged man breathed his last. 
Genueral Clay was 03 years old. He 


served as United States minister to Rus- 
sia under. President Lincoln. 


ilBERATED HIS OWN SLAVES. 
Clay was born Oct. 10, 1810, at White- 


hull, his family estate, upon the banks of 
the Kentucky river, near the village of 
Richmond. This place, which extended 
over 2,200 acres, was bought from the 
Indians by his father in 17GO, and its in- 
heritance made young Clay one of the 
wealthiest men of his day. Upon being 


raduated from Yale, Clay returned to 
the south nnd liberated his own slaves. 
He then entered upon his dueling career 
by forcing two encounters upon Dr. De- 
clarey of Louisville, who had written a 
scurrilous letter to the mother of his be- 
trothed 
wife. Interference 
prevented 


any shots being fired and Declarey de- 
clared 'he would horsewhip his enemy 
Clay gave him a public opportunity, but 
the physician^ courage • failed him. "A 
man who acted like that," the old gen- 
eral used to say. "could not live in Ken- 
tucky in those days." Therefore, De- 
clarey committee suicide. 


AFFRAY WITH DESPERADO. 


The bloodiest of the veteran fighter's 


affrays was that with Sam Brown, a re- 
nowned desperado hired to kill him. The 
pro-slavery campaign made by Robert 
Wickliffe in running for congress arous- 
ed the determined opposition of Clay and 
his death was decided upon. • Tlie attack 
took place in a political meeting, and 
when the smoke of the battle had clear- 
ed away Brown was lying at death's 
door minus a nose, an ^eye, and an ear 
and was bleeding from countless cuts on 
other parts of the. body. This was the 
work of Clay's bowie knife, which he 
used in preference to a pistol. Clay 
himseli was struck over the heart by a 
bullet and was only saved from leath bj 
the accidental interposition of the sheath 
of his knife. 


About fifty other 
sanguinary 
"rcn 


counters" (as the Kentuckians styled 
them) marked the course of the gener 
al's life. It was this record of strife 
that is said to have unsettled the ol< 
man's mind in later life and made-him 
believe that he was the victim of a piti 
less vendetta: The unexplained shoot 
ing of one of his ovra negro servants is 
supposed to 'have caused him especial re 
morse. 


MATUUES YOUNG GIRL.- 


In 1804 Gen. Clay shocked his relatives 


by marrying Dora Richardson, a 15 yea 
old girl whom he had adopted. Th' 
child was uneducated and a wild girl 
and soon ran away from her-aged.hus 
band. In 1S96 she secured . a divorce 
with Clay's consent, and married Rilej 
Brock, a young farm hand. Clay gav 
her a plantation to live upon and furn 
ished her home with elaborate tapestrici 
and paintings brought from Russia am 
Spain. In 1901 Brock was killed in 
railway accident, and Clay asked 'hi: 
former wife to return to him. The ol< 
general was pronounced, of unsound min< 
shortly before his death and his soh.giv 
en control of his affairs.

SOLEDAD, Venezuela, Tuesday, July 


:1.—(By boat from Ciudad Bolivar)— 
Ciudad Bolivar was captured at 11 
'clock last night, after 52 hours of a 
.esperate struggle and much carnage, 
.uring which great courage was shown 
n both sides. The jail and the capitol 
vere the centers of the :nost severe 
ighting and many men were killed or 
wounded there. When those places were 
Captured only a few blocks behind the 
•apitol remained 'to be taken. At mid- 
night the fusilade ceased and the silence 
of death reigned the rest of the night 
iver Cindad Bolivar. No living persons 
were then to be seen in the streets. 


At 5 in the morning the correspondent 


of the Associated Press followed. Gen. 
livers, the commander of the govern- 
ment troops, who met Gen. Gomez the 
Venezuelan commander in chief near the 
capital and confirmed the announcement 
that the. capitol, the jail and the rest of 
Jie.eity were in the hands of the gov- 
ernment soldiers. 


Gen. .Gomez informed the . correspon- 


dent thai the resistance at the capitol 
lad been of a nature worthy of a better 
cause that each yard of rampart was 
covered by the dead and that Gen. Nieo- 
as- PLolando the 
revolutionary 
leader 


and his two lieutenants, Generals Pablo , 
Guzeman, and General Francisco 
Vas- 


quez had been taken prisoners. Ciudad 
Bolivar appears to have been swept by 
a cyclone accompanied by a conflagra- 
:ion. 


Riot, bloodshed and murder was re- 


Dorted from, the corner of'Chestnut and 
Kewaunee streets about 5:15 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon. The telephone at 
;he police station sounded. Desk Ser- 
geant Harms answered. A voice at the 
other end of the line excitedly proclaim- 
ed that there was. a -terrific fight on be- 
tween a- man and two women, that the 
man was laid out cold and lay near a 
sjewer apparently dead. 


The patrol wagon went to the scene 


at a break-neck pace. And what a 
sight met the gaze of;the officers. Fully 
50.0 excited people were on the streets 
and corners, then the crowd was swelled 
ay the arrival of employes from 
the 


cloak fae'tory, trunk. factory and Belle 
City Malleable Iron company, and one 
thousand is » safe estimate of the gang. 


The crowd told the officers that the 


fighters were over in .the field. Investi- 
gation revealed a man lying beside'a 
catch basin, having the appearance of be- 
ing dead, but he was simply dead drunk. 
The report gained circulation that 
he 


was dead and .the crowd kept on increas- 
ing and it reminded one of a regiment of 
soldiers. 


Not far from where the man lay, was 


a woman, and she was amusing herself 
by making faces -at 
the crowd. 
With 


some dUliculty the officers learned that 
the man and woman entered a house 
sent out for Jiquor and soon the man ol 
the house got dr.unlc. His wife was fur- 
ious and ordered the couple from the 
place. They refused and then the wife 
showed she was a fighter. She pulled 
the woman out by the hair, sailed into 
the man with «i stick of stove wood and 
unmercifully beai him ou the head and 
arms and lie staggered from the place 
and fell down as if dead. 


The. couple said they were 
from 


Fjanksville. They were loaded into the 
•wagon, carted outside the city Huii'ts and 
dumped on the roadside. 


While in the wagon, the woman fel 


to the bottom, the old man placed his 
feet on her and spit upon her clothing 
When 'tlie .crowd learned it was not a 
murder they departed for their homes

cathedral. The apostolic delegate, Mgr. 
Falchonio will be invited to sing the 
mass and Archbishop Ryan of Philadel- 
phia will be asked to preach the sermon. 


In his last testament, which he direct- 


ed to be opened immediately after death, 
he named Very Rev. A. F. Scliinner of 
Milwaukee administrator of the archdio- 
cese. He will act until a successor is 
appointed at Rome. 


It is thought that worry over the case 


brought against the bishop by Father 
Hellstern 
has hastened the prelate's 


death. The case, which was one of libel, 
was brought up in the Fond du Lac cir- 
cuit court at the last term, but was con- 
tinued on account of the illness of Hell- 
stern's attorneys. The dread of being 
dragged into a secular court has preyed 
upon"Archbishop Katzer's mind. 


STUDIED UNDER JESUITS. 


Rt. Rev. Frederic Xavier Katzer, since 


Dec. 
20, 1890, archbishop of the archdio- 


cese of Milwaukee, was born Feb. 7, 1344, 
in Ebenesce, upper Austria. Early in 
life he.displayed a desire for learning 
and wish to become a priest. He was 
sent to Linz and studied under the direc- 
tion of the fathers of the Soceity of Je- 
sus, making a creditable record for schol- 
arship. He came to'America in May, 
1864. 


His intention was to enter the Jesuit 


order, but instead he completed his stud- 
ies at the seminary of St. Francis in Mil- 
waukee and was ordained to the priest- 
hood Dec. 21, 1S66. He then was ap- 


for scholarship no less than for his vigor 
and originality as an instructor and for 
the influence he exerted over his stu-' 
dents. The- cathedral at Green Bay was 
erected largely through his efforts, while 
his induction into the archbishopric was 
probably the most imposing religious 
demonstration that has ever been wit- 
nessed in this state. 


Archbishop Katzer never interfered in 


politics, except in the one instance of 
the' controversy over the Bennett com- 
pulsory school law. " He regarded 
the 


law as a blow fatal, or at least highly 
injurious to the parochial schools and to 
the cause of education as conducted and 
promoted by the church, and 'he bent his 
energies to securing its repeal. 


DOUBLE AFFLICTION. 


When the .announcement came yestcr- 


dav thaifc Pope Leo was dead there was 
profound sorrow among the Catholic peo- 
ple of the Belle City. Today there is a. 
double sorrow, for Archbishop Katzer 
died at Fond du Lac last night. 
That 


there will ;be extraordinary services in 
the Catholic churches of the city, on ac- 
count of the death of both Pope Leo and 
Archbishop Katzer is certain. The latter 
dignity was well known in Racine and 
has confirmed large classes in the various 
churches. 
Until yesterday there were 


hopes that. the Archbishop would pull 
through, but his condition became worse 
and death ensued last night. A Jour- 
nal reporter made on effort to see the 
various Catholic clergy today.

HELPING INDIA. 


Our agricultural department being ap-

or "beans and you will have plenty of 
food for all.- Less food will be required 
and greater f.treng'th will result." This 
produces a fine muscle and brain produc- 
ing food. It has not yet been reported 
what the llritish authorities in 
India 


will do with tins advice, but since the 
soil -there is adapted 'to the rasing o: 
peas and beans there will be no difficulty 
in at leorjt trying the advice from your 
Undo Jonathan.

Preceding the breaking out of the con- 


flagration, a dull explosion was heard. 
lArv alarm-was immediately sounded and 
tb.9 «ntire-;clty fire department respond-. 
ed,.as did "that of the Case T. M. com- 
pany, 


Before'iHia ([apartment could get on 


the ground, the entire structure was a 
fflasa of 8ames, and ihe smoke arose 
lunaTeds cf fee*in the «ir. The interior 
of the burning building -was a- mass of 
flames. 


The cmiHing, together with a iarge 


number of eeparaiors, engines, lumber, 
paint and a large amount of stock used 
in the construction of- threshing engines 
was doomed to-total, destruction, involv- 
ing a leas of not leas than 3100,000. 


The building is located at the inter- 


seotion<of,6k CSalr, Erie 
and State 


Htrgeta.-fc.-li'runs south one-half block and 
adjoins' fhe construction building which 
was menaced. Fire Marshal Cape and 
his eritire force -was soc-n at work and 
thirty streams were thrown upon the 
flames. 


The employes all removed their tools 


from the latter department, and the en- 
tire force of workmen in the plant hdp- 
ed to put out and retard the flames. 


There was some- talk of telephoning for 


assistance to Milwaukee, but Fire Mar- 
shaV'Caupe at this time does not think 


it necessary. The entire loss is covered 
by insurance. 


At 2 o'clock the fire was under com- 


plete control and is exclusively confined 
to the store house. This building 
is 


completely gutted and with the contents 
is a total loss. The amount being esti- 
mated at $100,000, -to $125,000. The -waJls 
are still standing. The fire did not reach 
the construction shop to the south, the 
large fire wall saving it. Fire Marslial 
Cape stated to a Journal reporter this 
afternoon that at no time did he con- 
sider it necessary to call for ontside as- 
sistance. 


He said the firemen worked well and 


valuable assistance was rendered by the 
J. I. Case department. 
Sparks from 


the fire caused a small blaze to break 
out at the J. I. Case Plow Works, but 
this was easily subdued by the depart- 
ment of that concern. 


Although members of the fire depart- 


ment were in extreme danger at times 
no accident of any note occurred. 
The 


destroyed building will be replaced with 
a large brick structure in the near fu- 
ture. 


One of tho officers of the J. I. Case T. 


M. Co., said that -while the building de- 
stroyed was not very valuable the stock 
consumed was the cause of the heavy 
loss. 


At 3 o'clock this afternoon the fire 


was nearly out. A review of the build- 
ing reveals that the damage was not so 
heavy as anticipated. It did not get on 
the ground floor at all, but was confined 
'to the second floor and attic. \Vhile a 
large amount of machinery and material 
was destroyed a safe estimate on the loss 
is $30,000. Had there been a strong 
wind prevailing, no doubt it would have 
spread to other buildings. 


LOSS IS ONLY $30,000. 


Although it was at first supposed that 


the loss would exceed $100,000, Mr. Rich- 
ard Robinson late this afternoon stated 
that it would not amount to more than 
$30,000 and will cot inconvenience them 
in the least. 


It is reported 'that one of the worst 


storms of the year visited the southern 
part of Racine and Kenosha

ceremonies of Pope Leo!s funeral com- 
menced today when the body lay dn state 
in the throne room of the Vatican from 
9:30 a. m. imtil 1 p. m. 


All the diplomats 
accredited to the 


Vatican, the Roman princes, dukes, bar- 
ons and other representatives of ancient 
families remaining iaitliful to the pap-1 
acy, all the 
high dignitaries of the 


church, the archbishops, bishops, patri- 
archs and heads of the religion sorders, 
passed in solemn, procession before the 
bier of the late pontiff. The papal 
throne 
had been removed and in its 


place, under the famous red silken can- 


opy, 
on a small bed lay the body of Leo 


XIII. Over the bed was thrown a red 
damask covering, on which the body're- 
posed, robed in white Vestments, with 
the red rochet and camaure hood and on 
the feet slippers embroidered with gold. 


E:MACIATED REMAINS. 


The thin, hands clasped over the chest 


held tightly 
a small ivory 
crucifix. 


Around this was entwined a rosary of 
mother-of-pearl 
sefc in gold. On 
the 


third linger of the right hand the huge 
emerald 
pontifical 
ring sparkled. In 


striking contrast with the ghastly face 
was the purple hood drawn down over 
tue head, almost tc the eyebrows. The 
sunken 
checks and jaws brought 
the 


nose and chin nearly together on the 
mouth, which was 
reduced almost to 


nothing, though no signs of agony were 
visible. It was the corpse of a ma.n who 
might have been dead 30 years. 


On either side, near 
the shoulders, 


stood 
a member of the noble 
guard 


erect and motionless, only a faint quiv- 
er of tht drawn swords giving any indi- 
cation that they were not mere statues. 
The ordeal of the soldiers, in the heated 
chamber, is so intense that they have 
:o be constantly relieved. 


SPRINKLE HOLY WATER. 


At the four corners of the bed stood 


iglited candles, two feet high. On the 
right of the body, close to the bed, was 


small table, covered with a white lin- 


en cloth, on which were two candles, 
throwing a glimmer of light on the cru- 
cifix between them. At the foot of the 
cross was a. crystal bowl, filled with holy 
water from which each cardinal when- 
ever he passed the body sprinkled it and 
uttered a benediction. Beside this were 
the devotional books usd! by Pope Leo 
in his life time. 


The silence was only broken by the 


solemn chanting of six Franciscan peni- 
tentiaries, who kneeling or standing ot 
a bench at the foot of the bier, continu- 
ed their incessant supplication. 


FEEBLE LIGHT ON SCENE. 


To the left and right, on the walls, 


two great gold and marble brackets sup-_ 
ported many branches of candelabra, but 
they 
were not lighted nor were 
the 


lamps on the marble columns at each 
corner of the throne room. The only 
light thrown on this solemn scene came 
from the candles beside the body and 
from the faint rays of sunlight which 
filtered through the two windows, cur- 
tained with white silk and rich green 
hangings. 


The red damask tapestries with which 


the room were hung gave a touch, or 
royal splendor to 
the surroundings. 


Otherwise it was a most simple scene for 
the death rites of the pope. There was 
no carpet on the marble Hoor and not a, 
flower was to be seen according to the 
strict ritual of. the last he 
church to the dead pontiff. 


LAST LOOK AT BODY. 


As each lay or clerical dignitary en- 


tered the room he advanced slowly to 
the side of the bed, took one last look 
at the body and then withdrew. Some 
persons knelt in momentary prayer and 
crossed 
themselves. It was the 
last 


tribute of devotion and affection rather 
than of mere outward homage to the 
church. 


GUARDS MAINTAIN VIGIL, 


Outside the throne room tho long cor- 


ridors of the Vatican presented a bril- 
liant spectacle. At the entrance of the 
court of St. Damaso pontifical gendarmes 
were drawn up and rendered military 
honors as each carnage drove in. The 
diplomats were fully uniformed and the 
others wore dressed ID deep black. 


From the St. Daraaso court they pass- 


ed up the staircase into the Clermentino 
hall, where tho Swiss guard was ranged 
in double columns oh oither side. Next 
they entered the hall of Pallafremier 
where twenty-five grooms in red livery 
led the way to the hall of the Swiss

trousers and high cavalry boo'ts, 
on guard at the threshho'ld-bf -the rante-'j 
chamber, containing a .platoon -of -the 
palatine gua.rd.

conclave in exactly tire -same manner as 
when Pope Leo was elected.

REMOVAL TO ST. PETERS. 


At 5 o'clock this afternoon the door of 


the throne room was closed arid 
the 


?ra>nciscan penitentiaries assisted by the 
attendants of the late pontiff, began 
dressing the body in full 
pontificate 


robes. 


At S o'clock a procession will be form- 


ed and the body will be taken to St. 
Peters. 


RESULT OF AUTOPSY. 


Dr. Lapponi this morning presented 


to Cardinal Oreglia, dean of the Sacied 
college, the official report of the autop- 
sy performed yesterday on the body of 
Leo XIII, which was conducted so far as 
permissible in connection with the em- 
balming. The report is chiefly impor- 
tant in disproving the presence of cancer 
or nephritis. 


The text of the report follows: 
ROME, July 
22, 1903.—Yesterday 


evening from 4 to S the embalming of 
the body of his holiness, Leo XIII oc- 
curred. 


After giving the names of those who 


assisted aaid those who were present at 
the autopsy, the report continues: 


We began by injecting into the thigh 


over five litres" of special preserving liq- 
uid. 
Having- opened the abdomen the 


lower viscera were extracted and were 
found 
to 
be perfectly healthy. The 


spleen and kidnevs were also absolutely 
normal. In the latter the cortical sub- 
stance was well p-reservcd and of a pale 
pink color. After opening the thorax 
it was found that the heart, the aorta 
and the carotid arteries were healthy 
except that in the archa aorta was found 
» thcrmoateus excresence. Nothing un- 
usual was found in the pericardium. The 
pleura on the left side was quite normnl, 
but on the right side tho pleura was full 
of liquid of an orange yellow color above, 
and blooclv at the bottom with a large 
clot 
of nbrine floating. More 
fibrine 


was on tbe free surface of the pleura to- 
w,ards the ribs with a slight scraping of 
fibrine easily detached allowing a view 
of the surface serum. The upper super- 
ior part of the right lung was quite nor- 
mal, but the upper lower part was some- 
what bard and cracked at the touch and 
while cutting a whitish frothy 
liquid 


oozed out. The interior lobe had pnrtiy 
aduered to the wall of the thorax and 
when this was cat a mrty wb,ite abund- 
ant liquid, without pas oozed out, ehow- 
ing complete hepatizntion. Afterwards 
the thorax was filled with medicated cot- 
ton 
and an antiseptic absorbing sub- 


stance after which the incision made for 
the examination was sewn up and the 
body put in order. The arrangement of 
the face waa difficult. All the members 
of the august body were banded as in 
the case of mummies and the bandages 
were emeared with an impermeable var- 
nish.

andage and smuggling—a position in which 
older and more experienced men had been 
baffled and retired. Three days after reach- 
ing his post he was stricken with typhoid 
fever. The best medical flail was summoned 
from Naples and pronounced the case hope- 
less. The frail body, weakened with ascetic 
fervor, triumphed over disease and death. 
In his convalescent state, ho began hit bat- 
tle, bearing harder on the rich than on the 
poor. Soon the Beneventini saw with joy 
and surprise the most dreaded chief with 
his bar.d led in chains to prison. Conspira- 
tors found it ur>«i£e to hatch plots where 
Gov. Pecci ruled and 
fought an arylum 


elsewhere. In three years the reign of law, | 
with -order and peace, was established 
that Pope Gregory recalled him to fill a 
more important post. 


Perugia was the seat of popular discon- 


tent; thither Gregory sent the successful 
young diplomat. Again he was successful, 
EO successful that there came a time when 
the prisons of Perugia did not hold a single 
criminal. 


There were Educational disputes in Bel- 


gium; indeed all the affairs of the church 
were disordered. Gregory again turned to 
Hpr. Pecci to smooth difficffi'jlties and bring 
order out of chaos. HP went as nuncio to 
Brussels—u post he filled with credit to him- 
self, the church, the Belgian court and peo- 
ple. It was King Leopold's verdict that he 
was as clever a politician aa he was an f 
excellent churchman. 


Before his return to Rome he visited Lon- 


'fion and Paris, aid was receivod by Victoria, 
Prince Albert and Louis Philippe, to whom 
he bad been warmly recommended by Leo- 
pold.' 


Death had claimed the bishop of Perugia. 


The hearts of the people and the clergy 
turned to him, who had endeared himself 
to them in his brief sojourn as governor. 
The pope acceded to their wishes, but in- 
tended first to bestow the red hat. When 
the nuncio reached Rome Gregory lay dy- 
ing. 
' 


His successor, Pius IX., confirmed the ap- 


pointment. 
For 
32 years Leo 
filled 


this pastoral mission. Pius was not unmind- 
fui of Gregory's design for his promotion, 
but political troubles which crowded all the 
years of Pius' pontificate, delayed for six 
years the insignia of the red hat. 


In 1S77 was celebrated the golden jubilee 


of Pius IX. His strength was failing and he 
know his end wns near. -Death had just 
taksn his oldest friend and paved the way 
for a new 
Camerlengo. Pius appointed 


Cardinal Pecci. It was a position involving, 
during the vacancy of the papal chair, the 
supreme authority to administer the tern- 
po'ralities of the ho;y see. It was the C'am- 
erlengo who muct use the silver hammer 
upon his brow and thrice call him by his 
baptismal name before it could be admitted 


that be was dead. Already the shadow of 
the cross had fallen on Cardinal I'ecci. 


Janu.iry 17, 1S73, Victor Krnmnnuel died 


in the Quirinal palace—eight days after 
Pius followed him, whom he hnd deemed 
the prosecutor and spoliator of the church. 
When the wires flashed over the world the 
hews of Pins' death, Protestants believed 
that the papa-'y which was claimed to have 
come down trim Peter was at an end. The 
questions arpKe, will the government not 
take possession of the Vatican and St. Pe- 
ter's? Will they, can they, allow the cardi- 
nals to assemble freely in conclave and elecl; 
a successor to Pius IX.? Will not the gov- 
ernment raise the flag of Savoy and securer, 
spiritual head of its own selection who will. 
be amenable to the hout-e of Savoy? Such 
might have been the case had Victor Em- 
manuel lived, or had the papacy had at it« 
head a. man of less diplomatic skill, less tact, 
than Cardinal Pscci. He carefully avoided 
everything that could give offence, but was 
determined there should be no delay that 
he could prerent in asscmblins the conclave, 
which should be ten days after the death 
«f a pope. At that time the papal tiara was 
tot a .crown to be coveted.

she read. 


The war between Spain and the United 


States gave Leo infinite distress. He was 
so torn between the appeals of his people 
in Spain and the"reliance his loyal following 
in the Unite:! States placed upon his up- 
holding the righteous end of the cause that 
it was, feared he could not bear the strain. 


The queen of Holland appealed to Leo to 


use his influence to end the South African 
war. He declared no war had caused such 
bitterncs-- of spirit—a war that was inspired 
neither by ideals of civilization nor by just 
national interests—but humbly added, 
can do nothing but pray for the dead. 


His life was regular and simple. He rose 


at six—rather his valet called him at sir, 
but often found him at his desk. It is eti 
qtiette that a pope eat alone, which he did 
with all the hurry of a business man. A 
eight he entered upon the business of the 
day with one of the cardinals. That over, he 
wa'lked in the Vatican gardens, which he 
supervised. A gardener, whom he censured 
for raising poor ivy, exclaimed: 'ills noli 
ness can teach everyone, from his cardinals 
down." 


After his walk he would return to his re- 


ception room and receive all entitled to an 
audience. Receiving, a pope remains seat- 
ed—the visitor makes three bows, one on en-

over, he backs from the room. If .Leo re- 
ceived an American he directed he should 
act as if he were being received by the presi- 
dent of the United States.

days oi Pepin. Charlemagne confirmed the 
grants of his father and erected the holy 
Roman empire, which was never shattered 
till Napoleon changed the face of Europe. 
Charlemagne journeyed to Rome and was 
crowned by Leo HI. in old St. Peter's on 
Christmas day, 800. 


The gwatest among popes was Hilde- 


brand, styled Gregory VII., who assumed 
the tiara in 1073. He raised the papacy to 
the highest pinnacle it every attained; ren- 
dered it independent of the imperial power, 
which made it for ages the great bulwark 
of order in Europe. 
He abolished lay-in- 


vestiture and- forbade the 
marriage of 


priests," even compelled separation of those 
who were married, to insure greater sancti- 
ty, he claimed, yet the great prototype, 
Peter, had a wife. With his fend with Hen- 
ry IV., emperor of Germany, began that 
quarrel' between the secular and spiritual 
dominions which reversed the positions of 
pope and emperor and gave the papacy a 
long and triumphant career of supreme dom- 
ination in Europe. Henry would not tamely 
submit having his imperial power subject 
to the papacy. The haughty, iron-willed 
Hildebrand, from whose countenance every- 
one recoiled as from lightning, excommuni- 
cated him.

Boniface excommunicated Philip 


the Fair of France. Philip defended his roy- 
al rights—cut off the pope's supplies. To 
gain money, the pope sold indulgences to all 
who-would make a pilgrimage to Rome. 
Two millions visited it in one year. It was 
the beginning of a pope's jubilee and ha:- 
since been celebrated/every 25 years. Pmhp 
sent emissaries to eoize the pope's person. 
Boniface acted with spirit, donned his pon- 
tifical robes and the tiara, took the keys 
and the cross in his hand, seated himself in 
the papal chair, saying, "Since I am be- 
trayed as Jesus Christ was betrayed, I will 
die at least as a pope." He was imprisoned— 
hid Such a fear of poison he refused food. 
He was soon released and disd a month la- 
ter. It was Boniface who exiled Dante, .who 
wrote of him that he gained the popedpm 
like a foi, lived it like a lion, and died like 
a dog." Dante assigned him a place in his 
Inferno—indeed, Dante admitted neither 
pope nor cardinal into Paradise, but there 
are hosts of them in the Inferno. 


On account of the civil wars in Italy, 


Clement V. settled at Avignon, 1305, and 
began what is called the Babylonish captivi- 
ty. In obedience to the wishes of Philip the 
Fair, he abolished the Templars. Thegrand 
master, Molay, was burned at the stake, 
March 13, 13H. He cited .Philip and Clem-

inane'of his greatness was the building of the 
aqueduct, 22 mile* loig. He compared him- 
self to Moses, wh.o»e statue he raised, 
fetching water from the rock by the potent 
touch pf his staff. He raUed the obelisk m 
front of'St'. Peter's, a feat thought to be im- 
poMible. There -was the penalty of death 
for anyone who spoke during the process. 
When the vast thing iwayed and seemed 
about to fall, a voice rang from out the 
crowd, "Wet the ropes." The obelisk wai 
saved; for once Sixtus revoked h« word. 
He ftsunded the Vatican library and crowned 
St. Peter's with its noble dome. He despised 
Philip II., yet contributed to equip his Ar-. 
mada. He admired Elizabeth of England 
and Henry of Navarre, but for policy'* sake- 
excommunicated both. In his bumarpu* 
way, he would talk of mating with Bliz*- 
beth as the only woman who equaled himin 
greatness, saying, "What a match it would 
be." 
He was the last pope king* bav« bad 


to fear. People, hating him, marveled at 
his gloryrr-said he had made a contract with 
the devil, by whose aid he hid risen step by: 
etep, and that the stipulated period having 
expired, his eoul had been carried awiy ia 
a tempest. 
Clement VIII., 1591, absolved Henry ef 


Navarre, consented' to his divorce from 
Marguerite. In defiance of th« pope, Henrj 
issued the Edict of Nantes. 


In the pontificate of Urban VIIL, 1833, 


Galileo was confined in the prisons of the in- 
ouisitipn for declaring the earth moved 
round the sun. To save himself .from tor- 
ture,' upon his bended knees, before ignor- 
ant monks, his hand upon the Bible, he re- 
nounced hi« theory. He rose, indignant 
with himself, stamped hie i'oot and ex- 
claimed; "And yet it doesmove," which con- 
demned him to dungeons for another three

Louis XTV"! was persuaded to revoke the 
Edict of Nantes.
